the Gulf or cotton States. It will be 
worked under the auspices of the Oska 
Cotton Spinning Association with the 
view of bringing cotton direct from the 
StaU'f, and we understand that definite 
promises have been obtained of a eub- 
eidy from the Japanese government. 
Besides cotton. It is expected that iron 
will be brought from a mine in tbe 
northern part of Mexico, which, on the 
authority of an analysis made by an 
Kngrllnh ^rm. it said to contain ore of 
superior' quality.

The announcement of her death oc- 


casioned a great deal of surprise t'i 
many In the community who had no 
reason,to believe, when they saw her 
last, that death was> soon to call. 


The sudden shock has been especially 


sevoie'upon the- members ot h'-r fam- 
ily, between \\lnnn and the >oung wo- 
man existed the closost Intimacy as 
well ns relationship. 


Death must have come mopt suddenly, 


because it look plrjco durlnr: the Inter- 
val of a few moments requiied for a 
lltile niece ol Miss Hlckethler's to leave 
the latter's bodsldo to bring coffee to 
her from the kitchen and the response 
on tho part of Mis. Schroeder, u slstoi 
of the deceased, with the desired re- 
freshment. 


When Mr.-.. Schioeder enteicd

no different result. Shy looked sharply 
r.l the features of the young woman, 
itK-.v they were impassive and that the 
pul&o had ceased to beat.

withstand the strain. 


"I never learned why her stomach had! 


refused to retain nourishment. I sup- 
pose, however, It was because of the strain 
upon her nerves which her trouble had 
occasioned. 


"I often spoke to her about her troubles 


and tried to induce her to forget them. 
She told me some time ago «hc would 


( forget them and be herself again. 
And 


she did make an effort to forget them, I 
guess, because she began to work Indus- 
triously In her garden as If to divert her 
mind. 
But she could not continue the 


work long because she was too much ex- 
hausted because of her inability to keep 
heraelf nourished." 


.Mis. SuhoedT, a sister of Miss Ilieke- 
thlor's and the tatlRi of the deceased, 
said they were too much troubled over 
tlicit bereavement to "peak on the subject 
of Miss Valerie's death. 


WHAT HER SISTi:ii SAYS. 


Another sitter of the deceased. Mrs. 


Cuslriv Kolte, of 911 Brush street., was 
more composed than the others, thQugh 
lior eyes were streaming with tears as 
she addressed tho Tribune leporter. She 
had just boon summoned to her slstei's 
home by the annuoncement of Miss Val- 
erie's dentil.

Dr. Kitchlngs was then scon: "T was 


called," he said "to attend Miss Hlcke- 
thier. .The moment T reached the bcdsldo 
E saw it was useless to attempt to bring 
her back to life. Dr. Fisher was there 
with me. We did what ij customary In 
such ea"os. applied hypormlc injections 
of brandy digitallne, and other things and 
attempted to bring about respiration by 
urtlhclal ni"ans, Init without succost. 


Dr. C. M. Fisher, who was called to

I charms of ilispoj^tion as well as or a per- 
They chafed her hands and feet, rubbed I sonul charaoter.Tler company was courted 
in many circles. Added to her charms 
her and applied steamed cloths, but 
without effect. 


Dr. C. M. Fisher was summoned at the 


same time thut Dr. Kltchlngs was call- 
ed. Both these physicians saw that 
there was no hope for the young wo- 
man, because they weie unable to dis- 
cover the slightest suggestion of even a. 
flutter of the heart. 


Notwithstanding, they had recourse 


to all the expedients of the medical 
science In such cases provided. They 
administered hypodermic Injections and 
used artificial respiration, but without 
success. The cessation ot these er\>rts 
was the ultimatum to the family of the 
young woman, who had been hoping 
against hope, that Valerie was dead. 


And yet there was no visible cause of 


death 
The physicians for that reason 
weie unable to issue a certificate as is 
required by law. At the Coroner's re- 
quest, therefore, an autopsy will be 
held on the remains this evening. 


The suddenness of Atlss Hlckethler's 


death so far at least as the public Is 
coneerned and- especlajjy in view of 


^ troubles with which her name had been 
~ connected caused the story to be plac- 


ed in circulation 
that death might 


have been the result of poison. 
Of 


CDurso the autopsy will reveal the 
cause of tho youne woman's demise, 
but pending tho announcement of the 
result of that Inquiry it may be stated 
that among those who have been Inti- 
mately associating with Miss Hlck- 
elther the Idea obtains that death re- 
sulted from heart failure. 


AVIth several of these people a re- 


porter of the Tribune conversed on the 
luhject. 


NO SIGNS OF SUICIDE. 


One of these ladles was Mrs. Sarah 


Johnson, who resides at 
61S Ninth 


•treet, tho house adjoining the Hlck.- 
tthlor residence on the ast. Said Mrs. 
Johnson: "Miss Jennings and I were 
vailed by Mrs. tr'chroeder when she saw 
that Valerie appeared to be dead. We 
went to Valerie's toom and did all we 
could to revive her. but It was of no 
use. Th.ere was nothing In the room to 
'Indicate that she had not died from 
fiaturnl causes. I know there was no 
medicine of any kind In the^room ex- 
cept that which the doctors brought. I 
looked specially when I tried to find 
some medicine 'which I thought might 
be of relief to Valerie. Besides there 
wag no smell In the room, which you 
are always sure to detect in a chamber 
In which death has resulte from un- 
batural causes." 


"There was nothing on'Miss Hlnckcthl- 


er's lips, no powder, no smell, no for- 
eign substance to show that she had died 
from a drug of any kind. 
There was no 


vial, paper or box of any kind that had 
contained medicine, and especially nothing 
that could have produced so sudden a 
deat'.i. We made a careful examination 
of^ the apartment, because some one sug- 
gested that perhar-s death might have

Tho death of Valeric H. Hickethier, 


or Mrs. Shelby Martin, as she has sign- 
ed herself, disposes of one of the re- 
cent social sensations of, Oakland, Last 
June swelldom was agitated by the an- 
nouncement that Shelby F. Martin, son 
of Hon. J. West Martin, president of the 
Union Savings Bank, had been wedded 
by contract to Valerie A. Hlckethier, a 
beautiful blonde with whom he had be- 
come acquainted several years before. 
The story came to light through the 
fact that the affairs of both parties 
with reference to the alleged contract 
marriage had been placed in the hands 
of attorneys. Miss Hlckethier's coun- 
sel -was George A. Knight of San Fran- 
cnsco. and Martin had sought advice 
from attorney Robert Fitzgerald of this 
city. The mystery surrounding the sup- 
posed marriage of the couple was grad- 
ually dissipated and at last a state- 
ment of facts was woven about the 
shreds gathered from here and there. 


One of the prominent actors in the 


marriage was Labor 
Commissioner 


Fitzgerald, a brother of the attorney. 
He was Induced after much effort to re- 
late what he kne* of the matter. He 
said that a meeting was arranged be- 
tween the parties and attorney Her- 
man, who had drawn a contract of 
marriage.

When the fruit growers of California 


meet In convention they are sure to 
bring out many important facts. The- 
old question of transportation comes 
up; cold storage and ventilation are 
also considered. The paper on "Trans- 
portation" acknowledges the excellent 
service given by the railroad and re- 
frigerator car companies for the pres- 
ent year. While the fruit growers do 
not obtain all the advant.igea they ask 
for In the way of transportation they 
appear to make substantial gains every 
year. 


The total Hhlpment of green fruits for 


1S95 
would reach about -1300 car loads. 


In 1S94 the shipment of dried fruits 
reached 126,000,000 pounds, and for the 
last five years these shipments had 
amounted to 400,600.000 pounds. 
Tfiis 


«ummary presents the single fact that 
the fruit shipments of California have 
already reached a magnitude hardly 
dreamed of a few years ago. With all 
the drawbacks, there Is every reason 
to suppose they will go on Increasing in 
about the'same ratio for many yeais to 
come. There Is a constant increase o,f 
fruit tree planting which Is sure to re- 
sult In a greater Increase of shipments 
to distant markets. 


fhnt Japanese Steamship Lino. 
The San Diego Union Is inclined to 


put some faith in the story of a Jap- 
anese line of steamers connecting'with 
the Tchauntepec railroad. Such a line 
is not an Impossible event. At present 
the Japanese have no steamers trading 
to foreign ports except to China. They 
arc Intent on building up a great war 
navy. All the surplus money of the 
government appears to be going In 
that direction. The Russian navy in 
the Pacific will be matched 'by as many 
ihlps put afloat by the Japanese. The 
great triumphs won by the latter have 
stimulated the building of war ships 
rather than commercial steamers. 


The basis for the reports that have 


gone abroad respecting a new Japanese 
line of steamers to run in connection 
•with the Tehautcpec railroad, was an 
article that appeared in 
the Kobe 


Chronicle (Japanese) of August 20th. 
This Is the more important part of IV 


"We hear it reported on good author- 


ity that a line of steamers Is shortly 
to be established which will run be- 
tween Kobe and Yokohama on this' 
Bide and Mexico connecting with the 
Tohauntepec railroad and thus with 
the Gulf or cotton States. It will be 
•worked under the auspices o£ the Oska 
Cotton Spinning Association with the 
view of "bringing cotton dircot from the 
States, and we understand that definite 
promises have beeirobtalned of a sub- 
sidy from the Japanese' government. 
Besides cotton. It Is expected that iron 
will'bo brought from a mine In the 
northern part ol Mexico, which, on the 
authority of an analysis made by an 
English .firm, is said to contain ore of 
superior quality. It is believed that 
paying return cargoes to1 Central Amer- 
ica, will be forthcoming of Japanese 
staples, matting for example, after the 
line has been In working order for some 
time, but the main object in view is the 
direct Importations. In consequencp of 
•o many of the Nippon Yusen. Kalqba

service. It was at first Intended to run 
the line independently, but now that 
the transports are gradually being re- 
leased, it is possible that arrangements 
•will be made with the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha to work the line." 


The running , of Oriental lines of 


steamfrs to Mexico and Central Amer- 
ica Is an old rumor that is occasionally 
revived. Japan has unlimited resources 
in the way of iron ore, and would not 
be likely to transport it from Northern 
•Mexico for the jirpHont. If the Nicar- 
agua canal •w)ere now completed Japan 
might draw.'npon the Southern States 
for cotton more 'extensively, than now. 
Some cotton may go to Japan 'by way 
of the Tehauntepecv railroad, ex-en if 
Japanese steamers had nothlnj? to do 
with the transportation, as they prob- 
ably will not have for many a day. 


The Xext Congress. 


Congress will convene In a. few days. 


It will probably continue In session 
until next June. 
By that 
time the 


nominations 
for President will have 


been made by two or -more political 
parties. 
After these nominations are 


made; or just before, members of Con- 
gress plan to get away from Washing- 
ton. 
The issues will all have been 


shaped for the national canvass. The 
nearness of a'Presldentlal election gen- 
erally delays the settlement of many 
important questions. Political parties 
stop to consider the bearing of these 
questions' on the pending election 
The 


new House will have a working ma- 
jority of Republicans, while the Sen- 
ate will have less than a clear major- 
ity. 


/There Is a prospect that more than 
the usual number of subjects of na- 
tional interest will be brought before 
the next Congress. 
Amendments to 


the tariff will be proposed, if Indeed, a 
new tariff bill is not Introduced before 
the season closes. 
John Sherman is 


good authority for that proposition. It 
is not probable that any tariff bill that 
a Republican House might pass would 
have the approval of President Cleve- 
land. 
Out there \\ill be many mem- 


bers who will plan to bo put on iccord 
as In favor of a new tariff. 


The Hawaiian question 
i^ sure to 


come up early In Congress. The dis- 
cussion on that subject and the con- 
clusions reached will be largely shaped 
by public opinion. 
Thcie can be no 


doubt that so far as this has been ex- 
pressed it favors a new and 
much 


closer relation between the two coun- 
tries. 
This closer relation might not 


include annexation, but 
It probably 


would be one step in that direction. 
Hawaii will appeal to a new Congress 
more favorable^ to her interests than 
the last one. There is a possibility that 
the administration, seeing the changes 
that are going on in public opinion, 
may assume a more friendly attitude 
towaids Hawaii. 
-s 


The Cubans will also have many 


friends and sympathize! s in the next 
Congress. They will probably ask for 
recognition as belligerents. A friendly 
resolution of the House might go a 
great way to help the men who are try- 
Ing to free Cuba from the Spanish yoke. 
As far as public opinion goes It appears 
.to be nearly all on the side of the Cu- 
bans. 


There will also be an earnest discus- 


sion and some definite action touching 
the boundary line of Alaska. The line, 
as claimed by this country, was not 
disputed unill it was ascertained that 
there was evidence of great 
mineral 


wealth In the disputed district.- Then 
Great Britain, at the Instance of the 
Canadian Dominion, began to reach out 
for It: a new definition was invented 
of whp.t should constitute a boundary 
line. That 
construction, 
if 
allowed, 


would seggregate a vast territory in 
Alaska and make it a part of Canada. 
The question of territorial invasion on 
the part of Great Britain in Alaska Is 
assuming greater prominence 
every 


day. 
ISven now It quite overshadows 


the more remote Interest which 
this 


country has in the question at Issue 
between Venezuela and Great Britain. 
If once the absurd proposition were ad- 
mitted that the points oC measurement 
for ten marine leagues Inland should 
begin on the outer margin of islands 
wide off the Alaskan coast nearly one- 
third of Alaska would be lost to this 
country. It is not likely that any prop- 
osition would be entertained by the 
United States to nrbitiate the question 
of Alaskan boundaries. This summary 
of questions only includes the more 
prominent ones that will come before 
the next Congress. 
But these are 


enough, with the minor ones, to claim 
the attention of that body for the next 
six months. 


Just a i'oct (jaurentc. 


Since Alfred Tennyson died there has 


been no poet laureate in England. That 
country has managed to get along just 
about ns well without a conventional 
poet as with one. Just now the ques- 
tion Is revived as to who will have the 
appointment. Alfred Austin is named 
as si probable successor of Tennyson. 
He has published a number of volumes 
of poetry and fiction. His first volume 
of verses was published as far back as 
1S61. 
It was entitled "The Season: a 


Satire." It has long since passed out 
of the memory of most persons, If In- 
deed they ever knew anything about 
the book. Austin has written exten- 
sively for the English reviews. 
His 


best known work is entitled, "The Gar- 
den* That I Love." He has no such 
prominence as a poet as Swinburne, 
and William Morris and Watson 


Swinburne is today the greatest liv- 


ing English poet. 
But he has given 


offense to the aristocracy more than 
once; and it is doubtful if he would ac- 
cept the honor of laureate if the ap- 
pointment were tendered to him. Be- 
sides the honor, whatever that may be, 
there is something in the way of pat- 
ronage. The court poet ought to fare 
as well as the court fool of olden times. 
Moreover, all the poor stuff the ordi- 
nary poet has palmed off on a confid- 
ing public will have new currency as 
soon as he has reached the honors of a 
laureate. That Is where he may get 
substantial benefit, and where the pub- 
lic may be made to suffer.

Alfred Austin Is named 


as a probable successor of Tennyson. 
He has published a number of volumes 
of poetry and fiction. His first volume 
of verspfo was published as far back ah 
1S01, Jt was entitled "The Season: a 
Satire." 
It has long since passed out 


of the memory of most persons, It In- 
deed they ever knew anything about 
the book. Austin has written exten- 
sively for the English reviews. 
His 


best known work Is entitled, "The Gar- 
den1 That I Love." He has no such 
prominence as a poet as Swinburne, 
and William Morris and Watson 


Swinburne is today the greatest liv- 


ing English poet. 
But he has given 


offense to the arls-tocracy more than 
once; and It Is doubtful If he would ac- 
cept the honor of laureate if Lhe ap- 
pointment were tendered to him. Be- 
sides the honor, whatever that may be, 
there is something In the way o£ pat- 
ronage. 
The court poet ought to fare 


as well as the court fool of olden times. 
Moreover, all the poor stuff the ordi- 
nary poet has palmed oft on a confid- 
ing public will have new currency as 
soon as he has reached rhe honors of a 
laureate.
